IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

STATISTICS  FROM  THE  CENSUS  OF  1891. 

WHILE  floriculture  has  been  carried  on  as  a  business  in  this 
country  for  upward  of  one  hundred  years  it  is  only  within  the 
past  twenty-five  years  that  it  has  assumed  large  proportions.  Out  of  a 
total  of  4,659  establishments  2,795  were  started  between  1870  and  1890 
and  of  these  1,797  between  1880  and  1890,  There  are  312  commercial 
establishments  owned  and  managed  by  women.  These  4,659  establish- 
ments, had  in  use  in  the  census  year  38,823.247  square  feet  of  glass, 
covermg  a  space  of  more  than  8gi  acres  of  ground,  The  establish- 
ments, including  fixtures  and  heating  apparatus,  were  valued  at  $38,- 
3-55.722.43  ;  tools  and  implements,  $1,587,693.93,  and  gave  employment 
to  16,847  iTt^en  and  1,958  women,  who  earned  in  the  year  $8,483,657. 
Fuel  for  heating  cost  $1,160,152.66.  The  products  for  the  year  were 
49,056,253  rose  bushes,  38,380,872  hardy  plants  and  shrubs,  while  all 
other  plants  amounted  to  152,835,292,  reaching  a  total  value  of  $12,- 
036,477.76  for  plants.  Cut  flowers  brought  an  additional  income  of 
$14,175,328.01. 

From  the  tabulations  it  appears  that  the  largest  number  of  square 
feet  of  glass  in  one  establishment  in  the  United  States  is  in  the  District 
of  Columbia ;  the  oldest  establishment  was  started  in  New  York  ;  the 
largest  number  of  roses  propagated  were,  respectively,  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois  and  Ohio;  the  largest  number  of  hardy  plants  propaga- 
ted  were,  respectively,  in  Illinois,  New  York  and  Kansas ;  the  largest 
total  value  of  plant  sales  were,  respectively,  in  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania and  California,  and  the  largest  total  value  of  cut-flower  sales 
were,  respectively,  in  New  York,  Illinois  and  Pennsylvania 

3,425,600  wholesale  and  17,630,094  retail  catalogues  are  annually 
issued,  while  $767,438.21  was  paid  for  postage,  $1,161,168.31  for  adver- 
tising, $534,221.86  for  freight,  and  $554,390.55  for  express  bills,  and 
the  estimated  freight  and  express  bills  on  outgoing  shipments  was 
$1,086,904.60. 

Note. — Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  trade  it  will  be  necessary 
to  add  a  generous  percentage  to  the  above  figures,  and  those  in  the 
following  tables,  in  making  an  estimate  as  to  the  condition  of  the  trade 
at  date.  The  statistics  of  189 1  are  the  most  recent  we  have,  and  all 
that  we  will  have  until  the  census  of  1901.

THE  NURSERY  INDUSTRY  IN  THE 
UNITED  STATES. 


STATISTICS  FROM  THE  CENSUS  OF  1891. 


From  the  tabulations  in  the  bulletin  it  appears  that  there  are  in  the 
United  States  4,510  nurseries,  valued  at  $41,978,835.80,  and  occupying 
172,806  acres  of  land,  with  an  invested  capital  of  $52,425,669.51,  and 
giving  employment  to  45,657  men,  2,279  women,  and  14,200  animals 
using  in  the  propagation  and  cultivation  of  trees  and  plants  $990,606.04 
worth  of  implements.  Of  the  acreage  in  nurseries  95,025.42  were  found 
to  be  useclj  in  growing  trees,  plants,  shrubs  and  vines  of  all  ages,  and 
the  figures,  based  upon  the  best  estimate  of  the  nurserymen,  make  the 
grand  total  of  plants  and  trees  3,386,855,778,  of  which  518,016,612  are 
fruit  trees,  685,603,396  grape  vines  and  small  fruits,  and  the  balance 
nut,  deciduous  and  evergreen  trees,  hardy  shrubs  and  roses.  The  larg- 
est acreage  is  devoted  to  the  production  of  apple  trees,  viz.,  20,232.75 
acres,  numbering  240,570,666  young  trees,  giving  an  average  of  11,890 
per  acre,  while  the  plum,  pear  and  peach  have,  respectively,  7,826.5, 
6,854.25,  and  3,357  acres,  producing  88,494,367,  77,223,402,  and  49,887,- 
894  young  trees,  or  an  average  of  11,307,  11,266,  and  14,861  trees  to  the 
acre.     '"

The  total  value  of  these  products  in  the  nursery  is  upward  of 
$100,000,000  if  sold  at  market  rates;  but  the  fluctuation  in  demand  for 
the  various  varieties  is  such  that  there  is  often  a  considerable  surplus 
of  stock  on  hand  of  some  varieties  of  too  great  age  or  inferior  grade, 
which  has  to  be  sold  at  whatever  price  is  offered,  or  else  thrown  on  the 
brush  heap  to  be  burned,  so  that  nearly  20  per  cent,  of  all  stock  pro- 
duced annually  remains  unsold. 

As  nearly  all  trees  and  many  plants  are  seldom  sold  till  two  and 
three  years  old.  the  stock  in  nurseries,  as  above  enumerated,  really 
represents  a  two  years'  supply.

DIGEST  OF   THE   U.  S,  GOVERNMENT  CENSUS  BULLETIN   OF  189I    ON  THE 
SEED   FARMING   INDUSTRY. 


There  are  about  596  seed  farms  established  in  the  United  States, 
containing  in  all  about  169,851  acres,  and  representing  a  total  invest- 
ment in  land,  buildings,  and  implements,  of  $18,325,935.86.  Of  these 
farms,  258,  or  nearly  one-half,  are  located  in  the  North  Atlantic  States, 
with  an  acreage  of  47,813;  the  North  Central  Division  comes  next  in 
number  of  farms  (157),  but  devotes  87,096  acres,  or  an  average  of  555 
acres  per  farm,  to  this  industry.  These  farms  give  direct  employment 
to  13,500  men  at  wages  of  from  $0.50  to  $1.50  per  day,  and  1,541 
women  at  from  $0.35  to  $1.00  per  day. 

Of  these  farms  496  have  been  established  since  1870,  this  fact  alone 
showing  something  of  the  wonderful  growth  of  the  business. 

We  give  below  a  table  showing  the  acreage  and  average  yield  per 
acre  of  the  principal  seed  crops.  These  figures  cannot  however,  give  a 
complete  account  of  the  products  of  this  industry  ;  as  great  quantities  of 
seed  are  grown  on  contract  by  skilled  farmers  and  market  gardeners, 
who  are  not  really  included  among  seed  farmers,  it  is  impossible  to  es- 
timate this  item  with  any  degree  of  accuracy.

the  florist  or  ornamental  plant  division,  and  N.  the  nursery  stock,  or  tree  and 
shrub  department.  Where  the  catalogue  is  devoted  mainly  to  one  specialty,  this 
is  given  in  parenthesis  after  the  name  of  the  firm  issuing  it.

ITS  ORGANIZATION. 

The  Society  of  American  Florists  was  born  at  Chicago,  111.,  on  June  19,  1884. 

Previous  to  this  time  there  had  been  no  organization  of  any  kind  among  the 
florists  and  gardeners  of  the  country,  although  many  of  them  were  identified 
with  the  various  horticultural  societies  and  a  few  were  members  of  the  Nursery- 
men's Association.  To  a  few  far  seeing  individuals  it  seemed  that  the  florists 
were  numerous  enough  and  their  business  strong  enough  to  maintain  a  separate 
national  organization  of  their  own.  So  in  response  to  a  call,  about  thirty'  or 
forty  gentlemen  assembled  in  Chicago  on  the  19th  of  June,  1884,  and  there  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists.  One  of  the  objects  sought 
to  be  accomplished  by  organization  was  some  plan  for  insurance  of  glass  houses 
against  injury  by  hail;  indeed  it  is  doubtful  if  the  Society  had  materialized  for 
many  j'ears  had  it  not  been  for  this  impetus.  At  the  Chicago  meeting  a  pre- 
liminary organization  was  effected  and  an  executive  committee  met  at  Pittsburg, 
Pa.,  in  February,  1885,  where  the  program  and  other  arrangements  were  prepared 
for  the  first  annual  convention  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati,  O.,  in  the  following 
August.

The  American  Carnation  Society  was  organized  at  Philadelphia,  October  15, 
1891,  with  an  initial  membership  of  50.  The  aims  of  the  Society  are  as  follows: 
To  increase  the  general  interest  in  the  cultivation  and  use  of  the  carnation;  to 
improve  the  standard  of  excellence  in  the  flower;  to  improve  the  methods  of  cul- 
tivation and  methods  of  placing  it  upon  the  market;  to  increase  its  use  as  a 
decorative  flower;  to  improve  the  methods  of  growing  plants  and  rooted  cuttings 
and  marketing  the  same;  to  infuse  into  the  grower  a  more  thorough  understand- 
ing of  the  general  rules  of  successful  business  management;  to  properly  super- 
vise nomenclature:  to  stimulate  the  growing  and  introduction  of  improved  seed- 
lings and  crosses,  by  a  system  of  exhibitions  and  awarding  valuable  prizes.  At 
the  Philadelphia  meeting  arrangements  were  made  for  a  general  meeting  at 
New  York  City  the  following  month.

FLORISTS'  HAIL  ASSOCIATION  OF  AMERICA. 


The  Society  of  American  Florists,  in  their  preliminary  address  to  the  florists 
of  America,  which  was  issued  soon  after  the  first  preliminary  meeting  in  Chicago, 
June  19,  1884,  included  the  following:  "One  of  the  first  intentions  of  the  Soci- 
ety of  American  Florists  is  to  provide  in  the  best  manner  an  insurance  against 
loss  of  glass  by  hail." 

The  Society  thus  having  had  its  inception,  subjected  itself  to  provide  in  the 
best  manner  an  insurance  against  loss  by  hail.  Several,  if  not  all,  of  its  original 
charter  merjbers  felt  in  duty  bound  to  make  an  attempt  to  carry  out  someplan  of 
this  kind,  and  of  course  when  that  seemed  most  feasible.  It  was  in  this  spirit 
that  in  spite  of  many  objections  the  Florists'  Hail  Ass'n  was  at  last  organized. 

This  first  definite  action  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  this  Associa- 
tion was  taken  by  the  Society  Friday,  Aug.  20,  1886,  being  a  close  vote 
of  the  Society  (67  to  55),  after  full  discussion  the  evening  of  Aug.  20,  1886,  in 
Horticultural  Hall,  Philadelphia,  when  the  following  committee  was  appointed 
by  President  Craig:  J.  M.  Jordan,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  chairman;  Henry  A.  Siebrecht, 
New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.:  E.  G.  Hill,  Richmond,  Ind.;  J.  G.  Esler,  Saddle  River,  N. 
J.;  J.  C.  Vaughan,  Chicago,  111. 

The  committee  met  in  New  York  City  a  short  time  after  this,  and  formulated 
a  plan  of  organizing,  a  constitution  and  bj^-laws,  and  in  the  spring  of  1887  the 
Florists'  Hail  Association  of  America  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  state  of  New  .Jersey. 

The  first  officers  were:  J.  M.  Jordan,  President;  Edwin  Lonsdale,  Vice- 
President;  E.  G.  Hill,  Treasurer,  and  J.  G.  Esler,  Secretary.  Directors:  J.  D. 
Carmody,  J.  C.  Vaughan,  Jas.  Horan,  B.  F.  Dorrance,  Edwin  Lonsdale,  Peter 
Henderson  and  J.  M.  Jordan. 

From  this  organization  the  growth  of  this  Association  has  been  steady,  and 
notwithstanding  heavy  losses  have  been  paid,  all  assessments  have  been 
promptly  met.  The  expenses  of  the  organization  in  the  way  of  salaries,  etc.,  are 
very  light.

Be- 
tween points  where  no  general  special 
is  in  force,  shrubs  may  be  taken  at  20 
per  cent  less  than  merchandise  rate, 
at  pound  rates;  minimum  charge  35 
cents,  for  each  company  carrying.

— For  setting,  when  boxed  or 
baled  and  strawed,  prepaid  or  guaran- 
teed, general  special  rate.  Between 
points  where  no  general  special  is  in 
orce  trees  may  be  taken  at  20  per  cent 
.ess'than  merchandise  rates,  at  pound 
rates;  minimum  charge  35  cents  for 
each  company  carrying.  This  applies 
only  to  points  reached  by  rail. 

[The  general  special  rates  are 
usually  about  20  per  cent  less  than 
merchandise  rate,  so  the  special  re- 
duction is  20  per  cent  less  than  mer- 
chandise rate  to  all  points.— Ed.]

"By  the  act  approved  July  24,  1888, 
the  postage  on  seeds,  cuttings,  roots, 
scions  and  plants  is  at  the  rate  of  one 
sent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction 
thereof.  Dried  plants,  fruits  and  cut 
flowers  are  subject  to  the  rote  of  one 
cent  per  ounce." 
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CHRYSANTHEMUM  SOCIETY  OF  AMERICA. 


This  Society  was  organized  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  August22,  1889,  under  the  name 
of  American  Chrj'santhemum  Society,  which  was  changed  to  Chrysanthemum 
Society  of  America  at  the  meeting  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Aug.  10,  1893. 

The  aims  of  the  Society  are  to  supervise  the  dissemination  of  new  vari- 
eties, and  prevent  as  far  as"possible  the  introduction  to  commerce  of  poor  or 
worthless  varieties,  and  to  insure  correct  nomenclature;  to  stimulate  the  forma- 
tion of  local  chrysanthemum  societies;  to  encourage  better  methods  of  culture.

The  principal  work  that  the  Society  has  so  far  taken  in  hand  is  the  revision 
of  nomenclature,  a  very  important  matter  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  seedlings  now  annually  introduced  is  very  large.  Before  names  of  chrysan- 
themums are  published  in  catalogues,  or  in  any  way  the  new  varieties  are  of- 
fered for  sale,  they  should  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Society  to  ascer- 
tain whether  or  not  such  names  have  been  already  appropriated.  Priority  of 
claim  can  be  established  by  means  of  the  official  register  of  chrysanthemum 
names  kept  by  the  Society.  In  this  way  duplication  of  names  is  avoided.  The 
Society  in  addition  to  providing  means  for  the  prevention  of  innocent  duplica- 
tion of  names  keeps  careful  watch  for  other  synonyms,  and  when  such  are  dis- 
covered at  once  points  them  out  to  its  members  and  the  trade  generally. 

The  meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  during  the  Annual  Conventions  of  the 
Society  of  American  Florists,  and  its  reports  are  published  in  the  appendix  to 
the  proceedings  of  that  society. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  1894,  committees,  of  three  members  each,  were  ap- 
pointed from  the  membership  at,  or  near,  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Chi- 
cago and  Cincinnati,  to  be  in  session  in  those  cities  each  Saturday  during  Oct- 
ober and  November,  to  judge  new  varieties  submitted  to  them.'  The  work  of 
these  committees  was  continued  in  1895  and  the  Society  adopted  the  following 
scale  of  points  for  judging:

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THE  AMERICAN  SEED  TRADE  ASSOCIATION. 


The  idea  of  holding  a  Seed  Trade  Convention  originated  with  those  of  the 
trade  resident  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  who,  early  in  Ma j',  1883,  issued  a  call  which 
was  sent  to  the  seedsmen  generally  throughout  the  country.  As  stated  in  the 
call,  the  objects  of  the  Convention  were  to  discuss:  1st.  Protection  against  un- 
just claims  for  damages;  2d.  Postage  on  seeds;  3d.  Tariff  on  seeds.  The  project 
met  with  such  general  favor  that  no  time  was  lost  in  calling  a  meeting,  which 
was  held  in  New  York  City,  June  12,  13  and  14,  1883. 

The  minutes  of  the  Convention  show  that  when  it  was  called  to  order,  and 
list  of  invitations  read,  thirty-five  gentlemen  Avere  present  and  responded,  and 
upon  organization  R.  A.  Robbins  (Johnson,  Robbins  &  Co.),Wethersfleld,  Conn., 
was  elected  president,  and  James  Y.  Murkland  (Young  &  Elliott),  New  York, 
secretary  and  treasurer. 

The  introductory  to  the  records  of  the  first  meeting  reads: 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  American  Seed  Trade  Association  will  become  just 
what  it  ought  to  be;  what  it  is  intended  to  be— a  national  organization.  We 
desira  to  enroll  every  Avorthy  seedsman  from  Maine  to  California,  and  respectfully 
invite  you  to  apply  for  admission.  An  annual  gathering  will  induce  many  to 
attend,  even  for  the  sake  of  personal  contact,  and  from  all  points  of  the  compass 
we  hope  to  see  the  seedsmen  of  our  land  exchange  courtesies  Avhich  may  enable 
them  in  the  future  to  transact  business  with  greater  confidence." 

The  Second  Annual  Convention  was  held  in  Boston,  June  10  to  12,  1884. 
C.  H.  B.  Breck  (Jos.  Breck  &  Sons),  Boston,  was  elected  president;  J.  A.  Bolgi- 
ano  (J.  A.  Bolgiano  &  Sons),  Baltimore,  vice-president,  and  Mr.  Murkland,  re- 
elected.   Fifty-three  members  were  enrolled. 

The  Third  xVnnual  meeting  was  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  June  9  to  11,  1885,  when 
the  present  Constitution  and  B3'-Laws  were  adopted.     The  officers  elected  Avere 

C.  W.  Crosman,  Rochester,  president;  J.  W.  Bolgiano,  re-elected;  W.  H.  Maule, 
Philadelphia,  second  vice-president;  and  James  Y.  Murkland,  re-elected;  with 
G.  L.  Allen,  Garden  City,  N.  Y.,  as  assistant  secretary.  Sixty-three  members 
AA'ere  enrolled. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  AA'as  held  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  August 3  to  5, 
1886.  The  officers  elected  were  John  Fottler,  Jr.,  Boston,  president;  F.  E. 
McAllister,  NeAv  York,  first  vice-president;  W.  Atlee  Burpee,  Philadelphia, 
second  vice-president;  Albert  McCullough,  Cincinnati,  secretary  and  treasurer, 
and  C.  L.  Allen,  re-elected.  Membership  Avas  the  same  as  at  the  preceding 
meeting.

After  five  years  of  earnest  work  by  a  committee  of  the  Society  of  American 
Florists  consisting  of  E.  H.  Michel,  J.  G.  Esler  and  E.  A.  Seidewitz  in  endeavor- 
ing to  secure  an  acceptance  of  a  classification  of  greenhouses  by  old  line  fire 
insurance  companies  the  committee  reported  a  plan  of  fire  insurance  at  the 
Providence  Convention  of  the  Society  of  American  Florists  in  August  1897.  The 
society  appointed  a  committee  of  five  to  secure  organization.  Mr.  W.  J.  Vesey 
and  M.  A.  Patten  were  the  additional  members.
